Smith's payment of the cost of a 


special election to present this mat- 
ter to the voters of Oakland did not 
alloy this storm of suspicion.

surety for the performance of the 
conditions of the purposed lease did 
not abate the doubt. 
This attitude 


finally reached 
its 
height in what 


Smith today in his statement brand- 
ed "political hodge-podge," which de- 
layed all operations 
until the next 
session of the legislature. 


AVRITES TO COOXCIIj. 


The public microscope was run over 


the Smith proposition ' when 
Smith 


wrote a communication to the city 
council the early part of last year, 
offering to expend $5,000,000 in de- 
veloping the western waterfront in- 
side of five years, provided he was 
given a lease on a mile of the land, 
now under water, for a term of ninety- 
nine years. 
Tho warehouses, docks, 


marine ways, belt line tracks and all 
other Improvements were to revert to 
the city of Oakland at the end of that 
period. 
•» 


.The proposition was attacked, first 


by Mayor John L. Davie and later by 
-other Interests, hcfore Smith made 
known the terms of his future agree- 
ment. 
I^ater a citizens' advisory com- 


mittee was 
appointed, 
which went 


over the' terms of the Smith proposi- 
tion and approved It. Then, to con- 
form ' to the law, a special election 
was held last August approving char- 
ter amendments which made possible 
extensions of the ordinary legal term 
of lease permitted under the charter 
regulations. ..Smith paid for the cost 
of that election, which amounted to 
approximately $30,000. 


On January 11 the -city 
council, 


through resolution, made provision for 
a special election lo be held In May, 
at which the people of Oakland were 
to have the opportunity of voting on 
the proposed lease, th R terms of which 
had been officially, approved by the 
various factors interested, 'in the in- 
terim and after the passage of the 
council resolution the conference bn- 
twecn the members of the legislative

ARGUMENT. RKSTRICTKI). 


Federal Judge William Hunt 
re- 
stricted the argument 
of 
Attorney 
Theodore Roche, chief counsel for 
the German consular 
officials 
this I 
morning. 
The ''court 
declined 
to 
allow Roche to argue on the evidence 
and confined him solely to the law In 
presenting Ihe motion for a new trial 
based on 16 separate grounds. 
At the same time Judge Hunt took 
occasion to arraign the American jury 
system and the practice of defendants 
in making exhaustive examinations of 
jurors declaring that it kept the best 
men of the country from serving. 
At the outset Attorney Roche read 
his motion in which he declared that 
the verdict of the jury was contrary 
to the law and to the evidence,' that 
the court was guilty of errors in law 
In his instructions to the jury and 
that the -United States attorney in 
prosecuting the. ciiae had frequently 
committed acts of misconduct. 
"It ia a reproach to our Jury sys- 


tem," 
.said the court, "that In many 
cases It requires weeks to obtain a 
jury. The best men of this country 
shrink from tlie long examination In 
the jury box. The right of chano.nue 
is a right of rejection 
rather 
than 


selection. We want to select, the best 
mon. 
Wo wn.nt to reject men who 


would be unfair or who would bo Im- 
proper acting fis Jurors.

SPEECH OF PRESIDENT. 


The President spoke as follows: 
"Gentlemen of the Senate: 
On the 
18th of December last I addressed an 
identical note to. the governments of 
the nations now at war. 
requesting 


them to state more definitely than had 
yet been stated by either group of 
belligerents . the 
terms upon which 


they would deem it possible to make 
peace. I spoke on behalf of humanity 
and of the rights of all neutral na- 
tions like our own, many of whose 
most vital interests the war' puts in 
constant 
jeopardy. 


"The 
central 'powers united 'in a 
reply which stated merely that they 
were ready to meet their antagonists 
In conference 
to 
discuss terms • of 
peace. 
- 
, '

"The entente powers have replied 


much more.definitely and have stated 
in general .terms indeed, but with suf- 
ficient defiriiteness to imply details,, 
the arrangements, guarantees and acts 
of reparation which- they deem to be 
the indispensable •Conditions, of o.' sat- 
isfactory settlement. . 
„ . 


"XVeiars that much nearer a definite 
discussion; of .the :;poace which • shall 
i*rVclvL.tHe:r'tfr<.isent'lnvaK-.*-'-\V6-:-feres'> that" 
•much-nearer Ihe discussion •o'f'-th'e In- 
ternational concert which.must there- 
after : hold, the" world' at peace.

, "I .have;, sought, this opportunity to 
address you because. I thought-that I 
owed to you, as .the counsel associated 
with me in the final determination of 
our International obligations, to' dis- 
close to ' you. without reserve, 
the 


thought and purpose that have been 
taking- form in my mind in regard to 
the duty of our government in these 
days to come,'when it will be neces- 
sary to lay afresh and upon a..new- 
plan the foundations of. peace among 
the . nations. 
, 


"It is inconceivable that the people 


of the "United States should play no 
part in that great Enterprise. 
To 
take part In such a service will be 
the opportunity for which they have 
sought to prepare themselves by the 
very principles and purposes of this 
polity and the approved practices o£ 
their government ever since the days 
when they set up a new nation In the 
high and honorable hope that it might 
In all that It was.and did show man- 
kind the way to liberty. They cannot, 
in 
honor, 
withhold the 
service to 


which they arc now about to be chal- 
lenged. They do not wish to withhold 
it. But'they owe jt to themselves and 
to the other nations of the world to 
state the conditions under which they 
will feel free to render it 


URGES PEACjE LEAGUE. 
"That service Is nothing less than 
this—to acid their authority and their 
power to the authority and force of 
other'nation to guarantee peace and 
justice throughout 'the world. 
Such 


a 
sentiment cannot he long post- 


poned. It 
Is right 
that 
before it 


comes this government should frankly 
formulate the conditions upon which 
it would feel Justified in asking our 
people to approve its formal and sol- 
emn adherence to a league for peace. 
1 am hen: 10 attempt to state those 
conclitiona. 


"The 
present 
war must

ended; hut we owe it to candor and 
to a Just regard for the opinion of 
mankind to psiy that so far as our 
participation in guarantees of future

"The treaties and agreements which 


bring it to-an end must embody terms 
which wll create a 
peace that 
is 


worth guaranteeing and preserving, a 
peace that will, win the approval of 
mankind; not merely a .peace that 
will serve the several Interests and 
immediate alms of the nations en- 
gaged. We siml! have no voice In de- 
termining whnt those terms shall be, 
but we shall, I feel sure, have a voice 
in determining whether they shall be 
made lasting or not by the guaran- 
tees of a universal covenant and our 
judgment upon what Is fundamental 
and essential as a conditon 'precedent 
to 
permanency, 
should 
be apolton 


now, 
not afterwards when It may be 
too late. 


"No covenant of co-operutlve peace 
that does not include the peoples of 
the new world can suffice to keep the 
future safe against war, and yot there 
Is only one sort of pence that the 
peoples 
of 
America 
co\ild join in 
guaranteeing.

The statesmen of both of the groups 
of nations now arrayed against one 
another have s.i.ld, In terms that could 
not be misinterpreted, that it was no 
Part of the purpose they had In mind 
to crush their antagonists.

Implications of these assurances may 
not be equally clear to all—may not 
be the same on both sides of the 
water. 
I think it will ho serviceable 


if I attempt to set forth what wo 
understand them to be. 


"They Imply first of all that It 


must be a peace without victory. It 
is not pleasant to say this.

The spirit o£ whole popu- 
lations will rise constantly against it, 
and nil tho world will sympathize: The 
world can be at peace only if Its, lite

a sense of 'Jtitlco and freedom and 
right. 
. "So far as,.practicable, moreover, 
every groat people .iiovv 'ptrugglln^ 
toward a; full development bt: Us "re^ 
'18i}Ji1J*'dls"'"a'ri*' of 'its -powers- should ,bo 
assured a direct' outlet to1 the ''groat 
highways of the seas. Where '.this 
cannot be don6 by the.cession of.terri- 
tory it can no doubt be ^eloi'ie by tho 
neutralization of direct Ylphts of way 
under the general guarantee which 
will assure the.; peace Itself. vWlth a 
right comity of arrangement no;.na- 
tion need bo shut away front freo'ac- 
cess to the open paths of tho world's 
commerce. 


"And 
the paths of the-sea.. mi.ist be, 


in fact, free. The'freedom of. the ^sea 
is sine qua non of-.peace", equality and 
co-operation. 
No doubt a.;somo\vhat 


radical reconsidora.tlon ,of -many pf'the 
rules of Inte'rnatlonal practice hitherto 
sought to bo establlshodlmny be neces- 
sary in order to make the sens indeed 
free and common in • practically alt 
circumstances for the use of mankind, 
but the motive for such:,change Is 
convincing • and 
compelling. ' There 
can be no. trust or intimacy-, between 
tho peoples oC the world wltb.out.them. 
The free, constant, upthreatened in- 
tercourses of nations is-.an essential 
part of the process, of peace and of 
development. It need not bo difficult 
to define or to secure the freedom of 
the seas if the governments .of .the 
world sincerely desire to come to an 
agreement concerning It, 


FOR SEA FREEDOM. 


"It Is a problem closely connected 


with the limitation of naval arma- 
ments and tho cooperation of the nav- 
ies of the world in keeping tho seas at 
once free and sate. And the question 
of limiting naval armaments opens 
the wider and perhaps more* difficult 
question of the limitation 1 of armies 
and of all programs of military prepa- 
iition. 


"Difficult 
and -delicate as these 


questions are, they must bo faced with 
the utmost candor and decided in a 
spirit of real accommodation if peace 
Is to come with healing In its winj^i 
and come to stay. 
Peace cannot bo 


had without conccslon and acrlflce. 
There can bo no sense of .safety'and 
equality among the nations If great 
preponderating armaments arc hence- 
forth to continue here and there to bo 
built up nnd maintained. 


Tho statesmen of the world must 


plan for peace and nations must ad- 
just and accommodate tholr policy to 
it as they have planned for war and 
made ready for pitiless contest and 
rivalry. The question of armaments, 
whether on land or sea, is the most 
immediate 
and 
Intensely 
practical 


question connected with the 
future 


for'tunes o£ nations and mankind.

. In the background of'the funda- 
mental proposition 
of whether'-the 
United States should alter the foreign 
policy laid down by Washington and 
carried out by a long line of Presi- 
dents, was the possibility that out of 
somo such'league of nations -might 
come a way to end .the present war. • 
For nearly a half .hour the Presi- 
dent spoke to members of the Senate, 
members, of tho cabinet and packed 
galleries listening with rapt attention. 
When he concluded there waa -a tre- 
mendous burst of applause In-which 
many of tho Republicans Joined In 
When the President had finished 
and the Senate returned to its regular 
business. Senator LaFollette epitom- 
ized the sentiment of all present by 
saying: 


"Wo have just passed through u 
very important hour in tho life of the 
world." 


SOMT3 SEXATOUS OPPOSE. 


Senators generally reserved com- 
ment on the President's address, but 
somo Republicans who do not wish to 
be quoted say they were opposed to 
both tho "propriety and substance." 


Briefly, the Presldenti-fn his address, 
said that he believed no peace which 
was a peace of victory In tho present 
war would be a permanent peace, and 
that it must be taken for granted that 
peace "must be followed by somo detl- 
nlte concert of power which will make 
It virtually Impossible that any such 
catastrophe 
should 
overwhelm us 
again. 


"It is inconceivable," he said "that 
the people of the United States should 
play no part in that great enterprise. 
They cannot In honor withhold the 
service to which they are about to be 
challenged. .That service Is nothing 
less than this: To add their authority

world."

Where it is shown that the girl is un- 
der the-age of consent Knight would 
fix the punishment at a minimum of 
one year and the maximum at ten 
years.

Dakota law of March 15, 1915, and the 
Michigan law of April 9, 1915, repealing 
the old 1913 act which had been held void,

THE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 


Members of the Oakland Chamber of Commerce 


who attended the annual banquet Saturday even- 
ing were privileged to review the events of the oc- 
caqion with a special measure of gratification, a 
feeling of elation which perhaps has never been the 
good fortune of previous celebrations of this kind.

The Governor of the State 
was present to voice his appreciation of the work of 
the commercial body as a constructive influence in 
the city and State and his wish for and sympathy 
with the continuance of its efforts.

Angeles' best-known, most persistent and ablest 
boosters delivered personally an acknowledgment 
of the importance of the east shore district and the 
successful policies of the Oakland Chamber of 
Commerce. 


Governor Johnson called attention to one fact 


which it is well for Oaklanders to bear in mind. 
The University of California, he reminded the 
guests, is one of the most influential and largest 
educational institutions in the United States, be- 
ing now surpassed in the number of matriculated 
students by only one other university in the coun- 
try. 
The time was not far distant, he said, when

Lieutenant-Colonel 


Bishop and Lieutenant Robertson, army aviators at- 
tached to the San Diego station, disappeared while 
on a practice flight January 10th. 
They were last 


observed crossing the Mexican boundary. Yet four 
days after their disappearance was officially re- 
ported to the commandant of the aviation station 
no search in Lower California, where the missing 
men were believed to have met death, had been 
started. They were finally located Friday, hav- 
ing gone nearly a week without food or water, and 
being at the end of their power of endurance. 


Official reasons have been given for the delay: 


Colonel Glassford, the commandant of the aviation 
school, had previously received orders from the Wai- 
Department that no aviator was to be permitted to 
fly below the international boundary under any 
circumstances. 
To send out a 
f lying searching 


party to rescue the missing officers if alive, or to 
recover their bodies if dead, could not be thought 
of until these orders were suspended. Getting, a 
modification of orders in such an emergency re- 
quires a lot of time and effort. 


The first delay was encountered in the head- 


quarters' of the Western Department in San Fran- 
cisco. It appears that two days must have passed 
before the request of Colonel Glassford was trans- 
mitted to the Chief of Staff at Washington. The 
War Department places the blame for the delay 
in issuing the necessary permission on the West- 
ern Department. 
Probably a controversy between 


the officers of the East and of the West will follow. 


Orders had to be observed, however; it is the 


wasteful, murderous way of red tape in an emerg- 
ency. 
No loophole is ever left to provide for 


accident. It is a part of the system that works 
and dresses and eats by the clock and the calendar, 
strictly observing holidays; and of that policy of 
dalliance and of preaching about "humanity" which 
observes strict neutrality toward bandits who in- 
vade American, territory and murder American 
citizens.

ngo the Income tax has been doubled 


on the lowest incomes 
within 
its 


scope and raised by considerable per- 
centages, on higher incomes. 
As 


is a direct tax it falls much mor_ 
heavily upon the taxpayers than most 
forms of Internal revenue. 
Even a 


license tax placed on forms of husi- 
ness can he distributed; for example, 
a. manufacturer by very slightly In- 
creasing the 
price 
of his 
product 


makes thousands of consumers pay a 
tiugo aggregate sum. 
The peddler 


with a pack on his back, if taxed $50 
to do business, merely adds a cent 
apiece to the price of his trinkets. 
The tax is paid, the Government is 
$50 richer, the peddler has lost noth- 
ing; some thousands of buyers have 
paid the tax without feeling It. But 
when two to thirteen per cent. 
is 


taken from a man's salary at the 
source, .that one man beat's all the 
burden. 
He cannot share it. 


Having made its initial mistake in 


the matter of tariffs the Administra- 
tion has so far refused to admit that 
it was wrong. 
There Is, Indeed, some 


talk, of reviving small duties on vari- 
ous articles of import. 
But the ef- 


fort Is halt hearted and, as proposed, 
will raise an inadequate revenue. The 
customs should be made to raise a 
proper share of the revenue of the 
Federal Government. Secondly, there 
ought to be a carefully 
considered, 


levy of indirect taxes to raise inter- 
nal revenue. 
If the income tax must 


be retained any increase in returns 
from it should be sought by lowering 
the exemptions and not by making it 
more discriminatory than it already 
is.—New York Sun.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—President 
Wilson is planning- a shake-up of the 
diplomatic 
services 
after. March 4. 


Custom decrees 
that 
all American, 
diplomats submit tlveir resignations at 
the close of every presidential term.— 
and .this is expected to offer the Presl- 


. dent his opportunity to improve the 


diplomatic service "with less politick 
and more regard .for efficiency." 


In. this connection there was an un- 
conrtrmert report today that Secretary 
of State I>an.sing- might succeed Am- 
bassador Walter Hines Page at Lon- 
don, * 


"Deserving Democrats" in the dip- 
lomatic service are scheduled to go. 
The President lias indicated his de- 
sire to, secure for the future the ser- 
vices of secretaries in diplomatic ser- 
vice who have proved themselves es- 
pecially adapted to such work by pro- 
moting them to the rank of minister 
and ambassador. 
In 
this 
way. the 
President hopes to Install into the 
whole diplomatic 
service the prin- 
ciple of "promotion by efficiency -and 
not necessarily by seniority." 


The President will, of course, hold 


himself free to choose ministers and 
ambassadors from outside the diplo- 
ma'tic corps should he lind men "pe- 
culiarly qualified" for diplomatic work. 


JtiKFIClJENCV IS AIM. 


The 
diplomatic 
shake-up is only 
one of a number of plans which the 
President has in mind tor improve- 
ment in the administrative end of the 
government. iie desires not only to 
set a new standard of "efficiency in 
diplomatic appointments, but to carry 
this same idea into the selections of 
members of various federal" commis- 
sions and boards. 


A new budget system for national 
expenditures is contemplated to ob- 
tain, a. maximum . of 
efficiency and 
minimum of waste as well as to per- 
mit of complete checking- up of where 
funds go. 


In this plan for Itemlzation of ex- 
penses will come also a systenmtiza- 
tion of rivers and harbors improve- 
ments and Hood control. 


The President's 
general plan for 


increasing 
administrative 
efficient^ 
also contemplates granting of per- 
mission by Congress for cabinet meni- 


a tiers to appear on the floor of the 
House and Senate and discuss feat- 
ures of administration bills 


IjEGJSJVATIVJS PKOGltAM. 
. With the close of the present ses- 


sion of Congress the President expects 
the major portion of his legislative 
program—that which he had in mind 
when .he 
ijrst took office—to have 
been enacted into law. 


There will be other legislation, but 
with the President's ideas on federal 
reserve banks, rural credits arid other! 
legislation consummated, lie has told I 
friends his next efforts will be di- 1 
rected more toward the administrative ' 
branch of the government-. 


He is expected-to set a standard for 
federal boards in the selection of his 
tariff 
commission. 
Incidentally, in 
this connection, he has experienced 
such hardship in getting- suitable men 
at the low salaries allowed that he is 
expected to make an appeal to Con- 
gress for more ample remuneration.

An effort is to bo made to trace

a. boarder before they retired. Many

Autopsy Surgeon Declares the 


Revolver Must 
Have Been 


Held Close to Head; Discov- 
ers No Other Unusual Matter 


SAN FRANCISCO. Jan. 22.— Dr. Will- 


iam S. Porter of Oakland will have ono 
nioro rehearsal of the story of the dra- 
matic suicide of Betty Do Sons, talented 
French artist, who shot herself in his 
presence in his studio at 101 Post street 
Saturday night. Dr. T. B. W. Leland, 
tho coroner, this morning set next Mon- 
day, January 29, as the date for the In- 
quest and proposes to make" a thorough 
Investigation Into the circumstances lead- 
Ing up to the remarkable suicide. 
"I shall question Dr. Porter very care- 
fully," explained Dr. Loland. "and will 
endeavor to get at all the facts of tho nf- 
fair." 


Dr. Iceland himself wns confined to hli 
bed this morning, but nevertheless made 
arrangements for the beginning of tile in- 
quiry into tho death of Miss Do Jong. 
Autopsy Surgeon David Stafford has al- 
ready made a most careful examination 
or the body and his report was submitted 
.w' 
In explanation Dr. Stafford said: 
There can be no question but that the 
revolver was held close to the head of tho 
victim. I found a badly torn wound and 
powder marks on the inside. It wns very 
ev dent that> the gun had been not only 
Held close to the head, but pressed tlcht- 
15' against It. I examined the nature of 
the wound with extremo care and I also 
looked Into the physical condition of Miss 
De Jong. My examination convinced mo 
mat there was nothing physically wrons 
witn her and she had not been sufferine 
from any malady the nature of which an 
autopsy would rovoal." 


Dr. Porter will be the chief witness at 
the .inquest and together with Dr. Staf- 
ford and Detective Charles Gallotfn will 
detail for the benefit of a specially se- 
lected jury all the circumstances of "he

Copies of resolutions adopted

meeting presided over by Bishop Cusack 
in Albany, N. Y., demanding that the 
New York delegation talce steps to se- 
cure tlit) release of the prelates have 
reached New York representatives. They 
brought tlie matter to tho attention of 
tho State Department. 


This latest development of the differ- 


ences between the Catholic Church lead- 
ers in Mexico and the de facto govern- 
ment has complicated, the general Mexi- 
can situation, which now Is wholly in 
the hands of President Wilson. It is 
understood that the latter has directed 
that complete Inquiry into exact condi- 
tions bo instituted and. that, pending re- 
ceipt of his report. Ambassador Fletcher, 
who Is being- hold awaiting orders, will 
not go to Mexico City.

ico within a very short.time. 


Advices received here today say that 


General Perching has taken advantage of 
the permission granted by the. war de- 
partment to shorten his lines.

from attack. 


In as much as Villa and his generals

military in purpose so far as can be as-
